£ t. Locis, June-7i|«gE cfore the Convention 
was called to o r d e r , wor k of nom inating 
T hurm an for Vice-President was completed. 
The California delegates were on deck early 
and they hung the favorite bandana to the pen­ 
nant staff. O ther delegations, who have had the 
red signal out for the past two days, followed 
C a lifo rn ia suit in hoisting the Thurm an colors. 
Theu there cam e a surprise. One State after an­ 
other w hich had rem ained neutrai in the light 
decorated its pennant w ith the red handker­ 
chief, un til only Indiana, Illinois,M assachusetts. 
Kentucky, Iowa, Delaware, Georgia and Ala­ 
bam a rem ained uncom m itted. 
When 
New 
York cam e into line there was great applause, 
as it insured T hurm an’s nom ination. 
CRAY’S COLORS. 
A new leature is noticeable in large pieces of 
gray cloth attached to flags and waved from va­ 
rious points in the galleries. These are the ban­ 
ners ol the Indiana candidate, and excited con­ 
siderable cheering. 
HOT AND WEARY DELEGATES. 
■ Th?, delegates began assem bling in Conven­ 
tion H all, rather slowly, owing, possibly, to the 
intense heut. Tho Convention was called to 
order by Chairm an Collins at 10:50 o'clock, w ith 
nearly all the delegates in their seats. 
The Chairm an tried hard to get the Conven­ 
tion to order. 
There were cries for W atterson, Chairm an ot 
the Resolution Committee. There was a squab­ 
ble going on in the Delaware delegation, some 
ol the members of which were trying to tic gray 
handkerchiefs and others red bandanas to the 
standard of the delegación. 
■ 
A New York delegate threw a red bandana I 
over the -fate banner, and Hon. Roswell P. 
Flow er tied one qf the bandanas alaiut his neck. 
Every delegate from New York was waving the 
red bandana, and the hall was a inosiug mass 
of red. 
The Convention was on its feet aud great ex­ 
citem ent prevailed. Indiana still stuck to Gray, 
and thanks to Bill Monisou, who hoodooed the 
Gray cause in Illinois, ihat delegation alOLc was 
silent. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. D. Bropliy when 
silence iiud been secured, aud all tiie delegates 
and spectators stood during the invocation,

SPEECHES IN ITS FAVOR. 
H enry 11 atterson opened the ball im m ediately 
after the reading of the platform in a srieecu 
advocating the platform as one which any Deni- 
ocrat eonld support without first looking around 
the corner. 
At the conclusion of J is speech W at'erson led 
Gorman to the platform and presented him to the 
audience am id loud applause. 
Gorm an's voice was pitched in a high kev, 
and it was w ith difficulty that be could b'e 
heard. In the inidst of his speech a fight oc­ 
curred m the rear of the hall, aud some fool 
cried fire, w hich created intense txciüeuieut for 
a few m inute?. A stampede was threatened, 
but was avo.ded by the prom pt action of the 
police. 
Gorm an's declaration that the platform was 
one upon which the Democrats in the United 
“ tatos could stand was received w ith but taint 
apcliusc. 
At the conclusion of Gorman’s speech the 
platform was unanim ously adopted 
Everything worked like clockwork. 
SUPPLEMENTARY P.ESOI.Ü! IONS. 
Three supplem entary resolutions were pre- 
eented. 
The first by W. L. Scott, of Pennsvlvania ask­ 
ing tor the passage of the bill uow: before Con­ 
gress for the rednction of revenue. 
The read­ 
ing of this resolution provoked loud applause, 
and it was adopted unanim ously. 
Frederick Raymond Dow presented a resolu­ 
tion asking for liberality toward the Territories, 
and that W ashington, Montana, Idehn Dakota 
aud Arizona he adm itted as State , 
ib is reso­ 
lution w as passed. 
Governor Abbott, of New Jersey, presented a 
resolution of sym pathy w ith Ireland, w hich was 
adopted. 
Baker of Ohio offered a resolution eulogistic 
of.the late Thomas A. H endricks, and it was 
adopted by a rising vote. 


T A R P E I’á 
a t t e m p t . 


T arlfl lor K oveuue O nly, tli« F ree T rade 
M essage, and tb e M ills H ill. 
E on. Henry W atterson, of Kentucky, an­ 
nounced am id cheers that the Resolutions Com­ 
m ittee was ready to report, ascending tbe plat­ 
form as he spoke. He theu announced th at the 
platform had been unanim ously agieed upon 
l>y the committee. 
Deafening cheers followed 
the announcem ent. 
The reading was done by Reading Clerk 
Thomas I'eltit, of the House of Representatives. 
Every syllable was heard throughout the large 
hall, and there was a great deul of cheering as 
the reading progressed. The platform is us fol­ 
lows : 
The Democratic party of the United States, in 
National Convention assembled, renews the 
pledge of its fidelity to Democratic faith, and 
reaffirms the platform adopted by its repre­ 
sentatives in the Convention of 1881. and in­ 
dorses the views expressed bv President Cleve­ 
land in his last earnest message to Congress as a 
coirect interpretation of that platform upon 
the question of tariff reduction, and also indorses 
the efibrts of our Democratic representatives 
in Congress to -eeure a reduction of excessive 
tax ition. 
Chief am ong its principles of the 
party faitli are the m aintenance of an indissol­ 
uble Union of free and indestructible States, 
now about to enter upon its second century of 
unexam pled progress, and the known devotion 
to the plan of Government, regulated by a 
written Constitution, strictly specifying every 
granted power and expressly reserving to tbe 
States or people the entiie u n g rad ed residue of 
power; the encouragem ent of a jealous popu­ 
lar vigilance directed to ail who have been 
chosen for brief term s to enact and execute the 
law s and are charged with the duty of p ( serv­ 
ing peace, insuring equality and establishing 
justice for citizens before the law without re­ 
gard to race or color 
These have been stead­ 
fastly m ain, t.neai upon its record thus exhib­ 
ited and e.],“ M a pledge of the continuance to 
the people ol these benefits the Democracy in­ 
vokes a renew al of popular trust by the re-elec­ 
tion of a Chief M agistrate who has' been laith- 
ful, able an 1 prudent; invokes an addition to 
th at trust t»y the transfer also to the Democracy 
of the entire legislative power. The Republi­ 
can party controlling the Senate mid resisting 
in both Houses of Congress the reform ation of 
unjust and unequal tax laws which have out­ 
lasted necessities of war am i are now under­ 
m ining the abundance of a long peace, deny to 
the people equally before the law the fairness 
and justice w hich are th eir rights. 
The cry of Am erican labor for a better share 
in the reward of industry is still stifled with 
false pretenses. 
Enterprise 
is fettered and 
bound down us to sonic m arkets, the capitalist, 
discouraged with unequal and unjust laws, 
w hich can neither be properly am ended nor re­ 
pealed. 
'1 he Democratic party will continué with all 
the power confided to it in the struggle to re­ 
form these laws in ae ordauce w ith the pledges 
of its last piatform, indorsed at the ballot box 
by the suffrages of the people, o f all the indus­ 
tries of the freemen of onr land, the im m ense 
m ajority, including every tiller of the soil, gain 
no advantage from the excessive tax laws, but 
the price of nearly everything they buy is in ­ 
creased by the favoritism of an unequal svstem 
of tax legislation. 
The Democratic party welcomes an exacting 
scrutiny of the adm inistration of Hie cxi d e lv e 
power, which four ; ears ago was committed to 
itsiru stm tbe election of Grover Cleveland as 
President of the United States. 
But it also 
challenges the most searching inquiry concern­ 
ing its fidelity and devotion to pledges upon 
w hich it theu invited the suffrages ol the peo­ 
ple during th at most critica; period ot our 
financial affairs resulting from over taxation, 
the anom alous condition of our currency aud 
public debt m iniatured, 
it has reversed the 
im provident and unw ise policy of the Republi­ 
can party touching the public dom ain, and has 
reclaim ed from corporations and syudiea'es, 
t lien and dome.-tio, and has restored to the peo­ 
ple nearly one hundred m illions ot a r. s of 
valuable land to be sacredly held as hom esteads 
for our citizens. 
While carefully guarding the Treasury with 
an interest to the principles of justice and 
cqnity.it has paid out more for pensions and 
bounties to the soldiers and sailors of the Re­ 
public than was ever paid before during an 
equal period. 
It has adopted and consistently pursued a 
firm and pm deut foreign jiolicy. preserving 
peace with all nations w hile scrupulously m ain­ 
taining all the rights and interests oi our own 
Government and people at hom e and abroad. 
Tbe exclusion from our shores of Chinese 
laborers has been effectual !y secured und n lie 
provisions of a treaty, the operation of which 
lias been postponed by the action of tiie Repub­ 
lican m ajority in the Senate 
Honest reform in the civil service has been 
inaugurated and 
m aintained 
bv 
President 
Cleveland, and he has brought the public serv­ 
ice! to the highest standard of i fliciencv, not 
only by rule and precept, but by the exam ple of 
his own untiring and unselfish adm inistration 
of public affair-. 
In every blanch and departm ent of the Gov­ 
ernm ent under Democratic coutrol the rights 
and welfare of all the people have been guarded 
and defended. 
Fveiy public interest has been protected and 
the tq u slity of ull increased to all cur people. 
Judged by Democratic principles the int.resl 
_ 
. 
princi pies the int.-rests 
of the p.ople are betrayed when by unnecessary 
taxation, trusts and com binations are perm itted 
to exist, which, while unduly enriching the 
few, combine to rob the body of our citizens, bv 
depriving them of the common benefits of natu­ 
ral compelí Ton. 
Every Democratic rule of 
governm ent is violated when, through unneces­ 
sary taxation, a vast sum of money far beyond 
the needs of economicalndmiuistru’tion is draw n 
from the people and the channels of trade, and 
the accum ulation is demoralizing. 
All unnecessary taxation is unjust taxalion. 
It is repugnant to the creed of the Democracy 
th at by such taxation the cost of the necessaries 
of.life should be m easured. Tbe injustice already 
resulting from superfluous taxation am ounts to 
more thanS125,(D0,M>0. and the surplus collected 
is reaching the sum of more than #00,000,000 au- 
nually. Debauched by this immense tem pta­ 
tion, the rem edy of the Republican parry is to 
exhaust by extravagant appropriations and 
expenses, w hether constitutional or not, the ac­ 
cum ulation of extravagant taxation. 
The Democratic policy is to enforce frugality 
in public expenditures, and to abolish unneces­ 
sary taxation upon our established dom estic in­ 
dustries. These enterprises should not and need 
not be endangered by a reduction and correction 
of tbe burdens of taxation 
Ou the contrary, a 
fair and caretul revision of our tax laws, with 
due allowance for the difference between the 
wages of American aud foreign labor, must pro­ 
mote aud encourage every branch of such in­ 
dustries and enterprises by giving them assur­ 
ances of extended m arkets and steady and con­ 
tinuous operation. In the interests of American 
labor, wh,eh should in no event be neglected, 
the revision of our tax laws contem plated by the 
Democratic party should promote the advantage 
of sueh labor by cheapening the cost of the 
necessaries of life in the home of everv working­ 
m an, at the same tim e secTiring to him steidy 
and rem unerative em ploym ent. 
Upon this question of tariff reform so closely 
concerning every phase of our national life, and 
upon every question involved in the problem of 
good governm ent, the Democratic paity subm its 
its principies and professions to the intelligent 
sufirages of the Am erican people, 
it has, by 
the adoption of a wise and conservative course, 
not only averted disaster, but greatly promoted 
the prosperity of our people.

The reading of the platform did not call forth 
any particular am ount of applause. 
Especially 
did the civil service plauk fall flat, hardly a. 
m urm ur of approbation being heard.

Central Africa. A roval charter, based on the 
linea of that of the old East India Company, has 
been granted to a powerful association, pro­ 
moted chiefly by Lady Burdett-Coutts, and con­ 
stituted under the name of the East African 
Company. The latter is authorized thereby to 
take possession of the district in questiou and 
exorcist* justice, collect a reveuue, deal with re­ 
fractory subjects, and by “lor-e of arms” wield 
all the powe:s of a se'mi-independeut Govern­ 
ment.

MURDER. 


“ LIVERPOOL BILL” ARRESTED OX 


SUSPICION. 


H e 
A c k n o w le d g e s 
th a t H e W as 
W ith M yers a n d O lsen, a n d 
T o o k th e H orses. 


Yesterday at noon Captain Karcher and 
officer Farrell went to the W illiam Tell 
House in quest of one of the trio whom it 
is alleged murdered John Lowell. As they 
entered the bar-room they noticed a man 
with a R e c o rd -U n io n in his ha"d, reading 
an account of the murder. As soon as he 
saw the officers he dropped the paper and 
slipped out of the side door. They did 
not know him to be the man they were 
looking for, but his suspicious actions at­ 
tracted their attention, and Farrell stepped 
to the sidewalk, and called out, “ Hello, 
Bill, I want to see you.” 
He stopped and 
accompanied the officers to the City Prison. 
H e said his name was W illiam Daggler, 
alias “ Liverpool Bill.” That lie was work­ 
ing at the Pboinix Flour-tnill, and it was 
his noon hour, and he had just finished 
his dinner when arrested. W hen asked if 


H E KNEW OLSEN AND MYEKS, 
He said he did. He became acquainted 
with them 011 the Klotz ranch, just east of 
the city, where he was once employed at 
chopping wood. 
He worked for a man by 
the name of Stein. 
W beu asked if he 
went with Olsen and Myers to the Lowell 
ranch, he said he did? He said he had 
known John Lowell quite a while, and 
knew also that Lowell was acquainted 
with Olsett and Myers. 
H e said thev 
started for the Lowell ranch in a spring 
wagon drawn hv one horse. They crossed 
oyer the Tweitth-street bridge, and went 
up over the grant. They n ere 


THREE DAYS MAKING THE TRIP. 
They had along with them two shot­ 
guns, and killed game while en route. 
Just before arriving at the Lowell place 
they went into camp. Olsen and Mvers 
went off 
and 
left 
him to take care 
of 
the 
camp. 
They 
returned 
in 
the evening to the camp. One was driving 
in the buggy and leading the mule, while 
the other led the horses. They took six 
head in all. This was just about dusk. 
They immediately broke camp and 


TRAVELED ALL NIGHT, 
Arriving 011 the grant at 8 o’clock p. m. 
The next morning Myers took the two 
black mares and came to town. 
Thev ar­ 
rived on the grant on a Sunday morning. 
“ On Tuesday,” he said, “ Olsen and I took 
the other horses and went over to W ood­ 
land, where we sold the brown mare. Not 
finding customers we brought the balance 
of the stock back to Sacramento, where it 
was sold at auction.” 
Since that time Daggler says he and 
Olsen were employed for some weeks on 
ihe steamer San Joaquin No. 3. The last 
he saw of Olsen was some two weeks ago. 
He has not seen Myers since the stock was 
disposed of. Olsen and Myers claimed the 
stock to be their property, and he was 
given $26 for his ten days' services. That 
he says is all he knows of the matter. 


THE THREE MEN. 
It is said that Myers, Olsen and Daggler 
at one time rented the Klotz place, and 
after they had been there a short time stole 
about $150 worth of vinegar that was 
stored in the cellar. They v.crc detected 
and were forced to pay for the vinegar and 
give up their lease in order to avoid prose­ 
cution. They all knew John Lowell and 
Myers, at least, must have known William 
Lowell, wTho was on the police force when 
he was arrested on a charge of embezzle­ 
ment. It therefore seems slrangethat he 
dared to bring the horses to Sacramento 
and sell them. 
Chief Lee has issued the following de­ 
scriptive circular: 
Arrest H enry Mvers and 
John Olson for 
larceny. Myers is a German, about 5 feet T inches 
high,; weighs about 160 pouDds, light com ­ 
plexion, one eye affected, light m ustache, high 
cheek bones, square-shouldert-d, is m arried toan 
Irish girl, a blonde, about 20 years old. with 
high cheek bons and very large m outh. 
Olson is a Swede, about 6 feet high, weighs 160 
pounds, has blue eyes, high cheek bones, sandy 
m ustache, and aged 25 years; had an anchor 
tattooed on his right hand.

DOVE M 100T IX G . 


Sh am efu l S lau ghter o f th e B ird s O ut o f 
S eason . 
The following 
communication shows 
that the slaughter of doves ont of season is 
going on in other counties besides Sacra­ 
mento. True, the present State law doe3 
not protect doves aftpr the 1st of June, but 
it is none the less a fact that they ought to 
be protected for another m onth at least. 
It is charitably assumed that the killing 
referred to in the communication is done 
by pot hunters, and not by men making 
any pretense of being sportsmen. A true 
sportsman would scorn to shoot a game 
bird in nesting time, no matter whether it 
was protected by law or not. 
It is stated 
that men belonging to a game-protecting 
club in this city have already been out and 
made large hags of doves, but it does not 
seem possible that the charge can be true. 
In answer to the inquiry in the commu­ 
nication about the power of Boards of 
Supervisors to regulate this matter, it may 
be said that the so-called county govern­ 
ment bill gives them that power, and in 
some counties they have exercised it for 
the purpose of protecting doves during the 
month of June. They ought todo it in 
every county in the State : 
E ds. R e c o rd U n io n : In Saturday ’s is­ 
sue of the R e c o rd -U n io h I notice an arti­ 
cle clipped from the San Fran fisco dull, 
relative to shooting doves at this time of 
the year. The law allows the hunters to 
kill doves from the 1st of June forward. 
From the 1st of June until the middle of 
July the doves are all hatching or rearing 
their young, and that is the very time 
when they should be protected. 
This 
matter deserves more than passing atten­ 
tion. There is no law in force in our State 
to-day that stands more in need of am end­ 
ing than this one. Last June I saw mother 
doves shot within a few rods of the nest 
and the young left to starve. 
I have often 
seen young doves that had starved to death 
in their nests and the ants eating them, be­ 
cause cruel laws allowed cruel men to shoot 
the mother bin!. I expect to see this same 
thing again this year, for they are r.ow 
being shot on all sides by the hunters, and 
there is not an acre iu ’these foothills but 
will furnish at least one dove's nest, and 
the mother bird hatching. This should be 
prevented upon the grounds of its cruelty, 
to say nothing about the extermination of 
the birds. 
Have not the County Boards 
of Supervisors power to do something in 
the premises '.’

T ho Stanford U niversity. 
The Minneapolis 
Tribune says: That 
magnificent gift to the people of California, 
the Stanford University, promises to he a 
new departure in the field of university ed­ 
ucation. Not that it is more liberally en­ 
dowed than, perhaps, any other institution 
of its kind ever was. But the character of 
its constituency and the instruction of this 
university, and the moral and social ob­ 
jects the founder ha 1 in view in establish­ 
ing it, distinguish the Leianil alm a mater 
from most of its older sisters. It was es­ 
tablished for the benefit of the common 
people of California. The sons and daugh­ 
ters of tLe rich are welcome, but it is in­ 
tended for a university for the children of 
the people who, no doubt, will be in a 
great majority among its students. H av­ 
ing the welfare of the masses in view the 
founder wants the students educated so as 
to 
become 
producers. 
instead 
of 
crowding 
the 
professional 
or middle­ 
men’s 
classes, 
as 
most 
university 
graduates are in the habit of doing. Every 
student will have the opportunity to learn 
practically how to cultivate tlie soil for 
every branch of agriculture, to learn a 
trade and to cultivate and develop his in­ 
ventive powers. The principle of co-op- 
t-ration will he taught and, so far as possi­ 
ble, illustrated 
by actual experiments. 
One sex shall have equal advantages with 
the other. 
Mr. Stanford believes that wo­ 
men will he better titled for their duties as 
wives and mothers if they are trained Io 
enter all vocations of life suitable to their 
sex, anil that by calling into action the 
lateut or unused powers of woman at least 
twenty-five per cent, will be added to the 
productive power of society. The students 
will be taught the liquor question and the 
consequences of intemperance iu all their 
bearings. 
The Le'.and institution of ieirning, it ap­ 
pears, will he eminently practical in its ob­ 
jects and methods of instruction. That is 
the crying need of the age. 
W hether the 
education acquired iu most of our colleges 
and universities is a boon to society and a 
majority of the individuals so educated is a 
question that is not so easily answered. 
If 
the college grad iate is incapable or unw ill­ 
ing to earn his bread by his hands if neces­ 
sary, his education is wroug, and when the 
young men and women who are so situ­ 
ated are numbered by the thousands, a 
system that, unfits them for work and tits 
them for nothing within their reach, be­ 
comes a danger to society. The most ad­ 
vanced European countries are surtering 
from surplus education, and even in this 
conntry there is altogether to much “ col- 
legei3nt.” 
There is room for sweeping reform in t he 
field of education. The whole system ol 
higher educatiou nrnat be recast. 
The 
Stanford University Í3 an experiment in 
this direction. The results obtained will 
be of the highest value to all friend3 of 
educational reform.
